& Lad Who, When a Baby, Was Adeoyted 
by a South African Masunic Lodge. 

Upon Master Sydney Frederick Forbes 
bas been conferred, by the lodge of which 
bis father was a foundation member, the 
title of the ‘‘youngest Mason in the world.’’ 

While the universal constitution of the 
Masonic order provides that no one shall 
join that order until he becomes 21 years 
ef age, Lodge Jubilee of Barberton, South 
Africa, working under the Dutch consti- 
tution, performed for him the ceremony of 
adoption when he was a month old. 

The lad was born Nov. 3, 1888, of Eng- 
lish parents. His father, William Forbes, 
was then secretary of the Barberton Stock 
Exchange, and is at present the manager 
of one of the valuable mining properties at 
Johannesburg. 

The small apron used for the ceremony 
was made from the skin of an African kid 
for the occasion. It is the chief treasure of 
Master Sydney's collection of valuables 
dear to juvenility. 

The press of the Transvaal commented 
at length and enthusiastically upon the

unique rite. ‘On Sunday last,”’ said one 
of the leading journals, ‘‘was performed 
in Masonic hall a ceremony which, we 


believe, has never before been witnessed in 


South Africa, if at all. The ceremony in 
question was no less than the adoption by 
Lodge Jubilee, working under the Dutch 
constitution, of the infant son of one of ite 
foundation members, F. W. Forbes.’’ 

By the ceremony of adoption the infant 
is admitted as a ‘‘ Lewis’’ in Freemasonry, 
the oaths and obligations being taken on 
his behalf by the wardens of the lodge as 


sponsors of the lodge itself, and all it4 


members acting in that capacity and un- 
dertaking the Masonic guardianship of the 
child in much the same way as sponsors at 
a baptism. 

At the age of 21 years the ‘‘Lewis’’ may 
enter and take part in the working of a 
lodge without undergoing any of the usual 
initiatory ceremonies.—St. Louis Repub- 
lio.

The 12 steers were 
bought at the Kansas City stockyards. 
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KANSAS FAT STEER. 
They were all dehorned and were 
from 214 to 314 years old. Three years 
is young for such cattle. It is best to 
take them just as they finish their rapid 
growth, and then put the fat on them 
quickly. 

The steers were turned into an open 
yard, the only shelter being a sideless 
shed in one corner large enough to pro- 
tect the feed troughs in stormy weai!er. 
Hay was fed in a small rack, and fresh 
water was supplied in an open trough. 
The grain fed consisted of a mixture of 
equal parts of crushed corn and linseed 
meal. Beginning with a small amount, 
this was increased till the steers final'y 
received 23 pounds each per day. “With 
this heavy feeding, the steers ate but 
little hay—seldom over 3 or 4 pounds 
each per day. In 75 days of such 
feeding the 12 steers gained 4,61° 
pounds, an average of 385 pounds per 
head, or over 5 pounds per day. They 
were never sick, but were smooth an 
sleek all through the feeding. Hogs 
were put with the steers, aud thes 
made an excellent growth from what 
was left in the manure. 

This test was made several years ago, 
when bran and other foods were higher 
in price. We asked Mr. Roby if he 
would use the linseed this year. He re- 
plies: 

‘‘Now bran is lower in price and s0 are 
corn and linseed meal, so that the rati: 
is about the same now as when I mac: 
the test. Several of my neighbors ar 
already feeding. They use corn and lin- 
seed meal mixed, about 5 pounds of 
meal and 15 to 18 pounds of corn toa 
feed. I shall follow practically the sam: 
course as before. There is really noth- 
ing to compare with the linseed mea! 
for certain results, and I have neve: 
known it to be out of proportion in 
price, as compared with corn. The pric: 
of one always affects the price of tli 
other, and they go up or go down abou’ 
alike in price.’’ 

We think that the most successfu! 
feeders now generally realize that. 
where one is feeding large quantities 0: 
corn, it is an advantage to add a qui: 
tity of some food that is laxative in it- 
effects. Ensilage tends to keep ti: 
bowels open, while dry corn and fo«ic: 
are constipating. Bran, fed with crush: 
or cracked corn, will keep the syste: 
in order, so that more of the corn wi!’ 
be digested than would be the case if 1' 
were fed alone. Linseed meal is ev 
better for this purpose.—Rural New 
Yorker.

went of their own accord. They alter 
nately crossed and recrossed three or 
four times. Neighbors gathered aroun. 
Some cursed the meadow—said it was 
not worth a cent. Others thought the 
cows were possessed of the evil one, al 
though apparently nothing ailed them. 

You see the pangs of bloat were com- 
ing on, and they instinctively sought dry 
fodder, as proved by their repeatedly re- 
turning to it. And, further, a bull was 
admitted into the meadow the second 
day by way of crossing a bridge and 
through a gate. He didn't know where 
the straw pile was, and when the neigh- 
bor came for him he found him nearly 
dead. Still, the neighbor never thought 
of the straw pile as acure. Neither did 
I until this winter. I asked Dr. Lawes, 
professor of animal diseases at the Wis- 
consin experiment station, Madison— 
without giving him a clew to what I 
was driving ut—and he gave me the 
cures for bloat. 

‘‘But,’’ said the professor, ‘‘a remedy 
I have to prevent bloat is this: I make 
a pen and take a lot of hay or straw s0 
that they can get to it in the field. As 
soon as they begin to bloat they make for 
that straw. Ihave noticed that when 
on the farm, and I generally build a 
pen and fill it full with hay or straw. 
After eating clover for awhile they stop 
and go to eating hay.’’—Thomas Dixon 
in Hoard's Dairyman.

A HAUNTED FAMILY. 


Remarkable Sights and Sounds With 

Which Its Members Are Tormented. 

Yzeures, a picturesque little town in 
Indre et-Loire, not far from Roche Posay 
and Fontgombault, was till recently a 
place of which the existence was un- 
known even to most Frenchmen. It had | 
no history, but it has now begun to ob- 
tain that perhaps unenviable notoriety 
attached to the possession of a haunted 
house. It is not, however, quite correct | 
to call the dwelling in which the ‘*mani- 
festations’’ occur a ‘‘haunted house,"’ for 
it is less the building than the family 
inhabiting it that is haunted. Twenty 
years ago M. and Mme. Sabourault, then 
a newly married couple, who took up 
their residence at Poitiers, first witnessed 
the extraordinary phenomena which still 
occur at their house. At Bourneau and 
Loudun, where they lived successively 
before coming to Yzeures, they were the | 
victims of the same persecutions, the 
phenomena sometimes ceasing for awhile, 
only to recommence with renewed inten- 
sity. 

In this case a girl of about 12 years of | 
age, Mile. Renee Sabourault, seems to 
be the involuntary medium. In any case, 
it is she who is at the present time par- 
ticularly persecuted. For instance, when | 
by chance she goes on a visit to friends | 
or relations the phenomena follows her to 
the place where she may temporarily re | 
side. The manifestations which have ac- | 
companied M. and Mme. Sabourault |’ 
ever since their wedding day have been | 
various. The displacement of objects has 
seldom occurred, but fantastical shaped 
phantoms have been seen more frequent- | 
ly, especially in recent years, by Mlle. | 
Renee, and noises of all sorts have been | 
and are still constantly heard. At Yze-| 
ures a large number of the inhabitants | 
have heard the sounds, which they regard | 
us supernatural, but such stories would | 
scarcely merit any attention whatever if | 
they had not been supported by more 
trustworthy testimony. 

M. Reymond Duplautier, a barrister at | 
Poitiers, having learned that one of this | 
friends, M. Urbain, and several other, 
persons living at Yzeures had heard the | 
unaccountable sounds, resolved to go; 
with a few strong nerved friends to ex- | 
pose the fraud. They went to Yzeures | 
four times —once in December, twice in |

Charles in 1881. in 1862 the Turkish 
garrison evacuated Belgarde. and in 
IX7S Servia became an independent king- 
dom.

It will consist 
of three eggs, bread, butter and coffer, 
and apy one inclined to doubt the state- 
ment can go and try the meals. The 
places are easily found. There are al- 
ways big signs outside of them contain- 
ing names of the articles of food and 
For 5 cents he bought his 
dinner, which consisted of any kind of 
meat, potatoes, bread and coffee. A 
similar bill of fare at the same expense 
formed his supper. Sometimes he would 
pay 10 cents for his dinner, and then 
he would get two more vegetables and 
some pie for dessert. Thus his meals 
cost 15 cents a day, or $1.05 a week. 

He slept in a 10 cent lodging house 
in the same room with a half dozen oth- 
er men. The beds were small, but he 
always slept soundly, and none of the 
inmates knew him. They were not in- 

uisitive and were too much bothered 
their own troubles to care to ask his. 
Seventy cents a week was the cost of 
his lodging. This was a total of $1.75 
for a week’s board and lodging. His 
other fixed expenses were for tobacco, 
newspapers and writing paper. He 
smoked a pipe, the tobacco costing 10 
cents a week. He had to buy a couple 
of newspapers each day, which meant 
25 cents a week, although sometimes 
he would look at those in the reading 
rooms of the libraries. His copy paper 
cost him only 10 cents a week, leaving 
a margin of 80 cents. 

The only drawback about sleeping in 
a 10 cent lodging house was that there 
was no place afforded in which to write, 
but he used to ga to the public or New- 
berry library and do his writing there, 
where there are ample facilities. Most 
of his time was spent in traveling 
around on the streets looking for good 
Sunday stories. 

Such was the life he led for six 
months. A few weeks ago he was given 
a place as a spare writer on the city 
staff. Now he earns $10 or $12 a week, 
and he is able to live more luxuriously. 
But the reporter is now willing to be- 
lieve, as he knows by practical experi- 
ence, that a man whocan make $2 or 
@3 a week need not starve in a big city. 
—Chicago Times-Herald.

Most of the respectable restaurants in 


New York refuse to serve meals to) 


| women who enter them unaccompanied 

by male escorts late in the evening, 
| and the proprietors say that they must 
2nforce this rule in self defense, even 
though great injustice is done occasion- 
ally. One of the women lawyers in this 
city had a mortifying experience one 
| 2vening a week ago because of her ig- 
norance of such a rule, and she has 
brought a $5,000 damage suit against 
the proprietor of the restaurant that 
will test his right to enforce the rule. 
The woman, accompanied by her daugh- 
ter, left a friend’s house a little after 9 
o’clock in the evening to go home. It 
was raining hard, and the two women 
went into a Harlem restaurant to order 


‘cab. They seated themselves at a ta- . 
ble in the dining room, and, thinking | 


| it would be better to order supper be- 
fore asking the proprietor to summon a 
_ cab, they called a waiter. He told them 
that women without male escorts could 
not be served in that restaurant after 


leave the restaurant. 

Both women were indignant, and 
they appealed to the proprietor, but he 
refused to discriminate in their case. 
He said that the rule applying to unes- 
sorted women must be enforced in his 
restaurant. The application of the rule 
in this case was an injustice, but the 
restaurant men say that they cannot 
discriminate. Two years ago the pro- 
prietor of an all night restaurant fre- 
quented late in the evening by women 
who are accustomed to going out after 
dark unescorted found that in self pro- 
tection he must enforce some such rule. 
Many of the women who went to this 
restaurant were actresses and chorus 
girls employed in neighboring theaters, 
and it would be unjust to exclude them. 
The proprietor decided that women 
without escorts should not be admitted 
after 1 o’clock, and they were. not. 
There probably is not a respectable res- 
taurant in New York where a woman 
without an escort is served with sup- 
per late in the evening.—New York 
Sun. 


A Modest Office Seeker. 


In the district which Congressman 
Ellis of Oregon represents are two pres- 
idential postoffices—Astoria and Port- 
land—only two, remember, for that is 
the point of this story. 

The other day, while Mr. Ellis was 
seated at his desk in the house, a card 
was handed to him.
